THE CHUBCE AT ANTIOCH IN
SYRIA.

Acts, xi:19-30.

INTRODUCTION.=Thus  fur the bouk of Agts
ha= been conflued to o sketel of religious moge-
ments in growt centres.  Soven chaplers showed
what wus done in Jerusadem until the death of
Stephen.  Phillip'a work in Samaria and  with
the cunuch who retwmned to Ethiopia followed,
Then the account of Paul's conversion on the
way to Damascus wios presonted, and afterward
Peter's marvelous vision at Joppa aml by ser-
vide for  Coerneling  at Ciaesaven,  Thus,  with
Jeruwralem as the point of beginning, Samuvia,
Ethlopia, Damascus, Jdoppia and  Caesuvea, dre
brought into the feld of Christiun effort.  With
this grographival expansion there lad come jus-
ter views of the gospel's miission to reach Gentiles
ns well s Jews, to become o worldswide systom
of religion.  The chureh had broken the bowmls
of race distineticn and was ready for its ontward
movements Lo the rvegions beyond,  Toduy  we
shall see how in the Providence of God anollier
contre was established from which missionivies
would be shortly sont out.

DISPERSION. —(Yerse 101 —Attenlion s
cilll o the joummeys ol Christians from
usalem  (Dan, xiid), They  might  hoave
content ;to remain in the pationnl metvopolls,
where were the  temple,  synugogues,  sacred
books and pliees, Jearned men, and scliools, by
which intolleciunl and social hfe recelved s
Ilghest stimulus,  But the perseontion that arose
about  Stephen  (Acts vlia%), divected againat
Jaity in the main (Aew viilig), compellad the
to fiee In overy wirection for safety,  We learn
here that they taveled o the norih, until 1hey
reached Phonice, or 'henicia, a small country
Iving on the Mediterrancan sea, peopled by the
descendunts of Ham,  Thenee some erosecil over
into the island of Cypus, while others jours
neved eastward and came to Antioch, then a cele-
brated Syriun city,  Thus settlements of Chris-
tions were effccted in three important regions,
extonding cast ond west in oo right line probably
a hundred miles, oll beyond the jurisdiction of
the Jewish hierarchy.

PREACHERS, —(Verges 19 and 20,)—The men
who thus went out preached not becpuse they
lad been  trained and ordained to the sacred
office—they were layinen-—-but because they weore
consecrated to the cavse of Christ.  The infant
chureh bad not yet made clevleal  distinetions
prominent but regarded all believers oy minis-
ters,  (Matt, xxvili:18) These lay  preaches,
finding asylum in the north, were of two kinds,
Some were former dwellers in Jermsalem, Jowish
